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Major Muslim-Organized Cultural Festival Expands in

Takin’ It to the Streets addresses social issues by

Washington — Thousands of people descended on Chicago’s 
Marquette Park June 19 to attend the Takin’ It to the Streets Urban 
International Festival. Organized by the Inner-City Muslim Action 
Network (IMAN), this year’s festival attracted Muslims and non-
Muslims from every corner of America. 
 
Hip-hop artist Mos Def headlined a list of local and international 
musicians who entertained crowds of up to 40,000. First held in 
1997 and celebrated biannually, the Takin’ It to the Streets festival 
continues to grow in size and scope. 
 
Organizers said they needed an extra year to plan this festival, the 
largest in its history. Ahlam Said, IMAN’s communications manager, 
said the event included musicians from other countries for the first 
time, which led to the expansion of the festival from a weekend to 
nearly a week.  
 
“Because the Muslim community here in Chicago is so diverse, we 
are always forced to take into account the international issues 
around us in our community from different parts of the world, so we 
are always trying to draw connections between what is going on 
locally to what is going on globally,” Said said.

Every year, the president proclaims June 14 as Flag Day and orders flags displayed on all federal 

buildings; many Americans fly the flag in front of homes and businesses. The week that includes 

June 14 is National Flag Week .
